year, and that the limited bed
space permitted admittance 'of
only emergency surgical and
matem‘ty cases.

It was learned, unofficially,
that while the F. W, A. looked
with favor on the expansion’'of
the rrance hospital, it was
governed in its action on hos-
pital improvements by the rec-
ommendations, of the U, 8.
